He  dated  to  our  government  in  addi- 
tion that  the  orders  in  council  wouid  not 
he  revoked,  but  upon  three  conditions.  I 
alrnodolulli  to  date  thofe  conditions,  which 
were,  to  purchafe  rights  that  belonged 
to  us  as  a neutral  nation. 

i.  The  United  States  mud  abandon 
their  rellrnflive  fyften,  non-intercourlV, 
Stc.  againd  Great  Britain — admit  the 
Britid)  navy  to  our  ports  and  harbors — 
and  continue  this  lydem  againd  the  eom- 
merce  of  France,  her  allies  and  dependen- 
cies. 

a.  That  the  United  States  maid  aban- 
don the  colonial  trade  during  the  war,  di- 
rect and  circuitous. 

3.  The  Britid)  navy  mud  be  called  in 
to  execute  the  laws  of  Congrefs  againd 
our  own  citizens,  viz.  the  non-intei- 
courfe  againd  France,  and  to  capture  our 
merchant  veffels  going  to  France,  with  a 
declared  intention  that  this  mealure 
wouid  be  neccffary  to  fecure  the  bona 
Sde  intention  of  the  United  States. 

Ar.d  where  did  thele  conditions  origi- 
nate ? Whofe  mind,  fo  fickly  and  feverilh 
at  the  profpeiity  of  the  United  States  as 
to  propofe  them,  particularly  the  lad, 
whJPhafksa  formal  lurrender  of  one  ot 
the  attributes  of  Covercignty  ? It  was  fu  ll 
attempted  to  fix  the  origin  ol  thele  prop- 
ofitions on  converfationS  which  Mr.  Erl 
kinc  had  with  Meffrs.  Madilon,  Gallatin 
and  Smith,  then  heads  of  departments. 
This  was  denied  bv  Mr.  Erlkine  in  poli- 
tive  terms,  in  anfwer  to  the  enquiries  of 
this  government.  He  denies  that  any 
fuel)  conccffions  or  conditions  were  made 
or  mentioned.  It  then  is  attempted  to 
fix  the  blame  of  calling  in  the  Btiiifli  na- 
vy to  execute  our  laws  upon  Mr.  Pink- 
rev.  To  prove  it,  we  call  for  papers, 
ar.d  how  does  it  appear  ? I hat  Cauning 
made  the  propofition  to  Pinkney  who 
never  fanftionrd  in  a manner  fuel)  a de- 
grading propofdl.  The  truth  is,  that 
thefe  propofitions  originated  and  were 
hatched  in  the  brain  of  Canning.  No 
other  mind,  I hope  and  trufl  in  God, 
would  have  been  fo  corrupt  and  audaci- 
ous. I.o  ! we  make  a great  firuggle  to 
fix  evrry  blame  on  our  adminifiration,  and 
when  that  cannot  be  done  no  cenfure  is 


attached  to  the  foreign  government  I Our 
adminifiration  has  been  fo  unfortunate  as,  mitted  continually  for  fifteen  years, 
never  to  be  in  the  right  with  fome  politi- 
cians, anc!  fome  foreign  governments  nev- 
er to  be  in  the  wrong.  We  are  thus  told 
that  we  are  not  able  to  execute  our  laws, 
and  that  Britiflt  cruifers  in  all  their  li- 


centioufnefs  mud  be  permitted  to  cap- 
ture our  own  merchantmen — and  1 lup 
pofe  the  next  condition  would  be  that  we 
(hould  get  the  Britiflq Parliament  to  make 
the  laws  for  us,  and  then  tile  Brit.fh  navy 
might  better  execute  then — mid  that  \ic 
lliould  lend  our  foldiers  to  tlie  continent 
to  fight  hei  battles.  Omnipotent  Orders 
in  Gouncil  ! 

Thus  the  door  to  negociation  was  dol- 
ed ; unlefs  indeed  fome  111  .uld  fuppeffe 
that  thele  conditions  fiiould  be  complied 
with  on  our  part.  Thefe  conditions  be- 
ing  urged  a leco'.id  time  after  they  had 
been  rejeded  with  indignation  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive, was  good  caulc  to  have  difmiffrd 
the  Britifii  emiffarv,  wi’hout  waiting  for 
perfonal  inl'ult.  His  offer  in  the  cafe  of 
the  Chelapcake  was  alfo  dil'graceful  and 
unacceptable.  Keeping  in  view  what  lias 
been  fa  id , 1 tonic  to  thr  flanderous  charge 
made  by  Jackfon,  the  Brinlh  minifter, 
againll  the  Prelident  of  the  U.  S.  The 
Britifii  miniller  is  called  on  repeatedly  to 
give  explanations  and  rrafons  lor  the  dif- 
avowalofthe  arrangement  with  his  pre- 
deccffor.  After  much  equivocation,  he 
commences  his  talk.  Not-  fetufied  w ith 
charging  the  dil'avowal  to  the  milfake  of 
Mr.  Eifkine  in  the  violation  oi  his  in- 
firuflions,  he  expres-.lv  cliaiges  the  Profi- 
cient with  a complete  knowledge  that  Mr. 
Erlkine  at  the  time  violated  his  inllruc- 
tions,  and  that  the  Prcfident  knew  it 
would  not  be  binding  oil  the  king  his 
mailer.  He  fays  that  no  diftinft  com- 
plaint had  been  made  of  the  difi.vowal. 
That  he  attributes  to  the  candor  ol  the 
Prelident,  to  that  forbearance  arifing  from 
a belief  that  fuel)  complaint  would  he-un 
reafonable.  Page  32  33,  of  the  printed 
documents,  contain  the  fubflance  of  this 
charge.  This  charge  was  met  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  with  a pofitive  denial  and 
with  a declaration  that  the  arrangement 
would  not  have  been  made,  if  Mr.  Erfkine 
had  informed  the  Prcfident  that  the  three 
conditions  before  dated,  were  the  only 
t-rms  upon  which  the  compadl  was  to  be 
n ade. 

INotwithffanding  this  denial  and  decla- 
ration, the  charge  is  again  repeated.  The 
Secretary  of  State,  feeling  a juft  indigna- 
tion at  the  dilltonorable  iniii.uation  or 
charge,  Bates  it  expressly,  in  fucli  a way 
that  it  cannot  be  niilunderftood,  and  de 
dares  to  Mr.  Jackfon  that  fuch  language 
was  inadmifflble.  In  reply  to  this  admo- 
nition, thr  charge  is  Hill  pcrfilted  in  The 
Executive  has  no  alternative  l.-ft  bur  ei- 
ther ro  have  admitted  the  truth  ot  the 
charge,  to  have  taken  the  mfult,  or  to  dif- 
mifs  the  agent. 

If  it  were  not  known  to  the  world  what 
ftep  had  been  taken  it  would  be  uuneces 
sary  to  proclaim  it  when  tl  e character  of 
the  Executive  and  thole  afibviand  with 
him  in  the  administration  is  known. 
Thus,  sir,  without  going  into  a tedious 
detail,  I have  only  given  the  fnbltance 
from  which  vou  may  get  the  Ipirit  ol  the 
correspondence 

1 do  not  think,  like  lome  members,  that 
this  is  a national  challenge,  a defiance  of 
war — a provocat'on  to  hoflility.  No,  sir, 
it  is  a folemn  declaration,  that  this  nation 
has  been  abul-  d and  infulted,  and  that  we 
will  maintain  the  honor  and  the  rights  of 
the  people,  although  it  should 
(hade  ot  disgrace  over  the  fame  of  a 10- 
reign  m nilter.  The  difmifTal  of  Jack 
fon  is  the  exercise  ol  a fovereign  right 
recognised  by  the  laws  of  nations  and  the 
law  of  experience  among  civ  I zed  nations 
— and  Great  Britain  has  no  Cause  of  com 
plaint  on  that  account.  And  fliould  it  be 
made  a pretext  lor  aggrcfsi»n,  I proclaim 
it  here,  1 proclaim  it  to  the  people  whom 
I icprcfeiit  and  to  the  American  people 
that  I approve  and  applaud  the  conduct 
of  the  President  in  the  dismiffa!  o'  Jackfo 
the  British  minLter,  that  in  s<i  doing  he 
has  maintained  the  honor,  vindicated  the 
rights,  and  fpurned  the  infults  offered  to 
an  independent  and  patriotic  people.  He 
acted  with  d cision.  not  with  rallinels — 
with  a juft  refentment,  not  with  pallion. 
We  may  continue  to  purfue  a wavering 
courfe  until  our  liberties  are  destroyed  by 
inviting  foreign  aggreflion — our  lorbear- 
ance  has  already  drawn  down  upon  us  the 
contempt  of  other  powers,  and  to  thispo 
licy  we  may  attribute  many  of  the  wrongs 
we  have  fuffered  You  are  treated  will 
contumely  on  the  ocean,  your  citizens 
arc  imprefied  and  held  ill  perpetual  bon- 
dag*.  Your  commerce  is  deftroyed,  your 
flag  was  torn  down  and  fcattered  to  the 
winds  of  heaven  in  foreign  portb,  on  elite 
4th  of  July,  the  day  of  our  independence 
— and  now  at  our  own  door,  at  the  feat 
of  the  federal  government,  a foreign  min- 
ister looks  your  President  in  the  face,  and 
charges  him  with  falfehood  — and  we  are 
told  to  (ubmit  to  it.  I am  desirous  to  fee 
th'S  nation  grow — nothing  can  ftc'p  its 
growth.  But  when  I hear  members  talk 
about  the  growth  of  this  nation,  and  de- 
clare that  we  cannot,  c ought  not  to  re- 
fent  the  ten  thoufand  wrong,  -ve  have  fuf- 
fered, it  lias  often  reminded  me  of  a fwine 
confined  in  his  pen- — give  it  corn  enough  to 
eat  and  the  animal  will  grow  fat,  although 
you  kick  anil  cull  it  for  your  amufement. 
It  is  a vulgar  comparifon,  but  Ini  table  to 
fucli  arguments.  Let  us  recollect,  that, 
like  the  animal,  we  may  grow  in  fatnefs  : 
but  that  fatnefs  may  foon  be  the  fpoil  of 
others  by  slaughter. 

I was  sur  prised  to  hear  the  gentleman 
from  Rhode  Island,  (Mr.  Porter)  make  a 
war  fpeech  again!!  France  and  Great  B:i- 
tain.  If  that  gentleman  is  sincere,  will 
he  vote  for  ftrong  measures  of  retaliation 
again!!  both  ?

a. I our  foreign  relations.  I ihould  have 
been  as  well  pleaied  to  have  expicfi'cd 
thefe  fentiments  on  a refulution  to  lend 
Mr.  Jackfon  home  and  recal  Mr.  Pink- 
ney.

LETTER  III. 

I shall  peculiarly  call  your  attentinru 
tliis  time,  lvly  clear  flic  net,  to  tlior'lc.l- 
lowing  remarks  upon  our  lust  meeting. 
I have  settled  myself  permanently,  a- 
morigou:  young  gentlemen  during  their 
debates,  and  h..ci  full  leisure  to  scruti- 
nize their  society  with  more  minute- 
ness. and  state  with  more  pi  ceixion  th^n 
ever, the  result  of  mv  observations. 

The  tuition  of  the  French  lap  •itnwe. 
yon  know,  is  my  proiessiciial  t a.xuii, 
and  having  not  long  been  in  this  coun- 
try, like  many  of  my  brethren,  1 am  not 
overburthened  with  business.  My 
time  is  therefore  employed,  for  till:  nu.i 
ment,  in  reading,  making  observations 
upon  tire  occurrences  the  day,  and 
mingling  in  the  amusement  of  the  town. 
Thus  1 have  an  opportunity  of  diai  0 - 
ei  ing  the  virtues  and  follies  of  mankind, 
and  can  ridicule  their  frivolities,  with- 
out exposing  myself  to  their  invective. 
Let  it  not  howe  ver  he  supposed  that  1 
delight  in  finding  fault,  or  that  I view 
my  fellow  creatures  with  a malignant 
eye.  Par  otherwise.  I uni  naturally 
of  a lively  disposition  and  may  w ithout 
vanity  or  falsehood  assert,  that  1 have 
a. liberal  heart,  c'i-posed  to  admiry 
rather  than  condemn,  and  anxious  for 
the  welfare  of  every  individual  in  soci- 
tv . 

But  I have  digressed  from  the  topic 
on  which  1 meant  to  address  you,  and 
my  subject  compells  me  new  to  begin 
the  sketch  of  two  other  young  speaker;) 
to  whom  I gladly  pay  a passing  and  feo- 
ble  tribute, of  approbation,  though  these 
gentleman  actpind  speak  in  such  a man- 
ner, that  their  own  talents  are  their 
best  eulogy. 

But  however  short  I may  come  of 
the  majestic  march  of  Mr. 
and  in  vain  describe  the  unaffected  sim- 
plicity of  Mr.  L’***,  I yet  indulge  a 
hope  that  I shall  be  able  to  produce 
something  that  may  amuse  the  grave; 
and  detain  the  idle. 

It  should  be  superfluous  here,  to 
dwell  upon  the  influence  which  these 
admirable  speakers  obtain  every  day, 
among  their  companions,  in  ameliora- 
ting manners,  establishing  the  decen- 
cies of  debates,  and  forming  more  and 
more  a correct  taste  in  literature. 
They  have  ventured  to  travel  out  rf  .he 
beaten  path  to  enliven  their  harangues 
by  the  brilliancy  ol‘  metaphor,  and 
charm  the  hearer  by  the  new  views 
of  human  nature  which  they  have 
doubtless  contemplated  through  the 
vista  of  Addison,  or  seen  in  the  polish- 
ed mirror  of  Mackenzie. 

They  have  exhibited  almost  every 
part  of  oratorical  topics  in  their  de- 


kites.  They  attempted  to  indicate 
whatever  is  beautiful  or  deformed  in 
society,  and  describe  what  is  useless  or 
valuable.  Variety  was  the  essence  ol 
their  language  ; hence  they  abandoned 
the  smooth  and  unbroken  plain,  howev- 
er productive  of  the  most  useful  har- 
vests, to  ramble  amidst  scenes,  where 
nature  exhibits  her  more  varied,  pic- 
turesque . nd  fantastic  forms  They 
display*  d now  and  then  the  young  mor- 
alist assuming  the  dictatoiial  chair,  and 
endeavored  to  family  the  timid  and  de- 
termine the  irresolute.  They  offered 
sometimes  the  metaphysician  spinning 
his  cob-webs  whilst  the  philosopher 
Jiad  a corner  for  his  theories,  l.lo- 
qucnce  winging  often  her  during  flight 
to  the  double  mountain,  and  even  his- 
tory clogging  the  wings  of  time.  It 
was  then  that  these  '.net  ful  oratorsen- 
joyed  their  triumph  ; they  lead  their  ad- 
mire, s through  the  classic  shadesof the 
lvceum,  that  they  might  l;c  exhilerated 
by  the  tvit  of  Alcibiades,  or  instructed 
by  the  wisdom  of  Socrates.  In  line, 
t heir  fascination  was  extremely  power- 
ful. 

I shall  close  these  remarks,  by  ob- 
serving, in  general,  that  whilst  these 
■ oung  speakers  show  any  active  exer- 
tions in  the  noisy  field  of  political  and 
literary  Warfare,  they  should,  try  to  ex- 
ercise their  talents,  and  disseminate 
their  opinions  on  these  great  political 
questions  which  arc  alike  important- to 
all.  l he  grand  events  daily  occurring 
on  the  theatre  of  Europe,  events  at 
present  so  closely  connected  with  all 
the  operations  of  thought,  wherever 
their  influence  reaches,  afford  matter 
for  the  most  important  observations. 

But  it  must  he  remembered,  that 
whilst  they  loosen  the  trammels  which 
have  hitherto  strictly  confined  their 
views,  they  must  not  verge  to  the  op- 
posite extreme — The  animosity  of  par- 
ty spirit,  mustnever  contaminate  young 
speakers'  debates, nor  indecent  person- 
alities, degrade  the  dignity  of  their 
functions.  From  fair  and  liberal  dis- 
cussion proceed  those  bright  emanati- 
ons of  truth,  which  irradiate  and  con- 
vince t!ie  mind  ; but  angry  disputation, 
by  strengthening  the  influence  ol  pre- 
judice and  impending  tiie  operations  of 
reason,  can  only  heighten  the  gloom, 
and  , erpetuate  the  reign  of  ignorance. 

I Lave  only  now  to  add,  rwv  dear 
friend,  some  observations  on  criticism, 
which  is  cf  indispensable  importance 
among  such  interesting  youths.  The 
habit,  I think,  of  comparing  our  lan- 
guage, v.  ith  that  of  the  great  masters  of 
it’.ie,  is  a discipline  to  which  every  stu- 
dent must  submit  who  is  emulous  of 
fame  m the  art  of  composition — and 
if  in  perusing  the  remarks  of  a per- 
spicuous critic,  he  sould  find  his  sen- 
timents anticipated,  1st  him  regard  it 
as  auspicious,  and  continue  his  pursuit 
bfthc  Olympic  prize,  with  renewed  ar- 
dour. , 

Criticism,  in  the  w ell  imagined  alle- 
gory of  the  ancients,  was  the  eldest 
daughter  of  I. a hour  and  Tkuih 
She  was  at  her  birth,  committed  h>  the 
care  of  Justice  and  brought  tTp  by 
her  in  the  palace  of  Wisdom.  Be- 
ing soon  distinguished  by  the  Celestials 
for  her  uncommon  qualities,  she  was 
appointed  gov  mess  of  Fancy,  anti 
empowered  to  biat  time  to  the  chorus 
of  the  muses,  when  they  sung  before 
the  tlirore  of  Jupiter, 

The  true  path  is  here  so  clistin.ctlv 
Ihdi'catcd,  that  no  one  can  hesitate  be- 
tween the  real  and  the  pretended  critic. 
That  art  must  be  valuable  w'hich  is  pro- 
duced by  labor  and  truth,  fostered  by 
h stice,  and  protected  by  wisdom. 

These  are,  I believe,  the  great  to- 
pics which  present  themselves  as  of 
primal  y importance  in  such  a young 
and  interesting  debating  society.

United  States. — Every  attempt  is 
making  by  Bonaparte,  to  avail  himself 
of  the  dissatisfaction  excited  in  Amer- 
ica on  account  of  the  British  govern- 
ment refusing  to  sanction  the  arrange- 
ment of  M r.  Erskinc,  to  induce  that 
country  to  accede  to  the  conspiracy  he 
is  organizing  against  our  ancient  mari- 
time t ights,  and  the  foundations  cf  our 
naval  greatness.  Mr.  Armstrong  has 
lately  been  treated  with  marks  of  par- 
ticular attention  at  Paris,  and  a vessel 
which  lie  lias  sent  off  from  Dieppe  is 
supposed  to  convey  dispatches  contain- 
ing new  propositions  10  his  government 


strictions  would  be  unavailing.  He 
had  hoped  the  reasonable  course  of  the 
government  would  have  ensured  a res- 
pect to  our  rights ; but  he  now  found 
the  relations  between  the  two  countries 
to  be  yet  unchanged.  He  said  he  had 
declared  some  days  since,  that  he  was 
decidedly  against  war,  if  it  was  possible 
to  avoid  it,  and  he  was  of  the  same  opin- 
ion still.  He  would  not,  if  it  could  he 
avoided,  engage  in  a contest  with  ci- 
ther or  both  of  the  belligerents,  or  con- 
nect the  nation  with  either  ol  them.  At 
the  same  time,  however,  lie  was  equal- 
ly confirmed  in  the  opinion  that  the  lime 
had  arrived,  when  it  became  the  duty 
of  the  United  States  to  maintain  by 
force,  if  necessary,  their  right  to  carry 
on  commerce  to  every  country  which 
will  receive  it  on  fair  and  honorable 
terms.  The  object  of  the  tesolution 
he  was  about  to  submit  was  to  obtain  a 
decision  of  the  House,  whether  they 
w ould  employ  our  naval  force  to  con- 
voy our  trade  to  those  nations  not  hav- 
ing in  force  decrees  against  our  com- 
merce, and  whether  they  would  per- 
mit associations  among  our  merchants 
for  the  purpose  of  arming  and  defend- 
ing themselves  in  their  trade  to  any  for- 
eign nation.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  li. 
said  it  Was  proper  to  declare  it  as  his 
opinion,  taking  a view  of  the  Uncertain 
situation  ol  affairs,  and  having  refer- 
ence to  the  late  Hegociation  and  the 
possible  course  which  may  be  pursued 
by  the  British  government  in  relation 
to  this  country,  that  it  was  aduty  which 
they  owed  to  themselves  and  to  the  na- 
tion to  place  the  country  in  tile  best  state 
of’dcfence.  With  that  view  he  said  he 
would  co-operate  in  any  system  which 
might  he  digested  for  preparing  for 
war.  He  again  declared  that  it  was 
not  his  object  to  promote  a war  system. 
His  object  was  merely  defensive,  as  it 
contemplated  nothing  more  than  to  de- 
fend those  rights  of  the  U.  Si.  tes  which 
were  not  questioned  in  this  House  or 
elsewhere  by  any  American,  whatever 
his  political  opinions.  Whenever  the 
nation  was  called  upon  to  take  this 
course,  he  hoped  it  would  be  able  to  de- 
fend its  rights.  In  presenting  this 
proposition  to'the  House,  he  had  mere- 
ly offered  his  view,  which  it  would  be 
presumption  in  him  to  say  was  entirely 
correct ; but  it  was  the  result  of  his 
mature  consideration.  Mr.  B.  then 
read  the  following  resolution  : 

fiesolvcct,  That  the  President  of  the 
U.  States  he  required  immediately  to 
employ  tii»  public  armed  vessels  for 
the  purpose  ofconvoyingand  protecting 
the  ships  and  vessels,  the  properly  of 
the  citizens  of  the  United  Stales  laden 
with  goods  of  their  growth,  produce  or 
manufacture,  and  not  contraband  of  war, 
in  their  trade  to  and  from  ports  open  for 
their  reception  by  the  regulations  of 
the  government  under  whose  juiistiic 
tion  they  are  situated,  and  not  being 
actually  blockaded  or  invested  hy  a com- 
petent force  : provided  sugu  govern- 
ment shall  not  have  in  force  edicts  or 
decrees  against  neutral  commerce  ; and 
•hat  the  owners  and  crews  of  merchant 
vessels  Owned,  laden  ol1  destined  as  a- 
fore-said,  be  perniitted  to  associate  and 
ar.n  lor  their  defence  against  illegal 
capture  and  molestation,  under  such 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  bv 
law.” 

Mr.  II.  said  there  were  two  other 
views  ol  this  subject,  which  lie  had  not 
touched  upon.  It  would  lie  hereafter 
fur  the  Idotgjp  to  decide  whether  it 
would  be  proper  to  permit  the  public 
vessels  ol  the  United  States  to  re-caji- 
txre  vessels  taken  under  the  orders  and 
decrees ; and  whether  it  would  be 
proper  la  authorize  the  merchants 
to  associate  and  arm,  and  to  permit 
them  to  capture  any  vessel  by  which 
they  may  be  attacked. 

Mr.  Dana  suggested  the  propriety 
o-f  the  variation  of  a word  in  the  reso- 
lution, which  was  more  peremptory 
than  the  stile  generally  used  when 
speaking  ol  the  President  of  the  United 
States.'  Heads  of  Departments  were  re- 
quired,but  the  President  was  general- 
ly requested  or  authorised  to  do  ally  act. 
As  to  the  general  subject  of  the  resolu- 
tion, Mr.  D.  said  lie  was  glad  that  it  was 
brought  forward;  that  a specific  propo- 
sition was  presented  which  the  House 
could  really  understand,  which  seemed 
to  be  uppi  caching  seme  what  to  serious 
business. 

Mr.  Bur  well  said  he  had  no  objecti- 
on to  the  modification  suggested,  but 
he  thought  the  expression  “ request” 
was  confined  in  calling  upon  the  Presi- 
dent tor  information,  a case  in  which 
it  was  at  his  option  to  comply  or  not. 

1 he  resolution  was  ordered  to  iie  on 
the  table  and  to  be  printed. 


A rupture  w ith  this  country  would  be 
agreeable  enough  to  the  French  party 
in  America ; but  we  hope  that  wisei 
heads  will  be  found  in  the  executive  and 
legislature. 

The  following  particulars  ate  given 
on  the  authority  of  a gentleman  who 
lately  escaped  from  France,  and  who 
left  Paris  on  the  4th  inst — 

“ Troops  are  marching  from  all  parts 
of  the  North  for  Spain,  Bonaparte  goes 
after  the  meeting  of  the  Senate.  Jo- 
seph Bonaparte  is  to  be  king  of  Italy 
Spain  is  to  be  treated  as  a conquered 
country,  and  divided  into  twelve  gov- 
V nmeiHs,  Beauhainois  is  to  be  king  of 
Poland  ; that  part  lately  wrested  from 
the  Austrians  to  form  a part  of  the  king- 
dom.” 

Russia  appears  to  be  completely  re- 
duced under  French  influence  ; the 
marquis  of  Traverse,  a relation  of  the 
empress  Josephine,  has  lately  been  ap- 
pointed head  of  the  naval  department 
in  Russia.  This  appointment  places 
the  Russian  navy  entirely  at  the  dispo- 
sal of  Bonaparte.  The  influence  of 
count  Romanzoft’  increases : he  has 

been  heard  to  declare  himself  friendly 
to  a ncgociation  with  this  country,  but 
upon  an  inadmissible  basis,  namely, 
the  entire  abrogation  of  the  English  ma- 
ritime code. 

Marshal  Ney,  it  appears  has  had  an 
audience  ol  I is  master  at  Fontain 
hleuu.  He  was  accompanied  by  the 
chamberlain  of  king  Joseph.  Their 
visit  without iloubt  relates  to  the  affairs 
of  Spain,  and  from  the  information 
they  will  communicate  the  future  plans 
oft  he  invader  will  take  their  cast. 

The  arrival  of  sir  J.  Saumcrez  with 
the  British  Heel  at  Carlscruna,  has  giv- 
en great  alarm  to  the  Swedish  govern- 
ment. It  was  apprehended  that  he  me- 
ditated an  attack  upon  the  Swedish  ships 
there,  and  measures  hud  been  taken 
for  their  defence.  This  alarm  we  have 
no  doubt,  is  entirely  without  cause. 

Walchjben — Ministers,  it  is  con- 
fidently stated,  finding  no  abatement  in 
the  dreadful  mortality  of  the  army  pla- 
ced on  that  accursed  soil,  have  come  to 
the  resolution  of  abandoning  it  without 
delay.  So  ends  the  tale  of  the  most  for- 
midable, the  worst  planned,  and  the 
most  unfortunate  expedition  on  the  re- 
cords of  our  history. 

NOVEMBER  25. 

An  article  from  Vienna,  of  the  21st 
uit.  states  that  General  Andrcossi  vvii! 
remain  in  that  capital,  as  French  min- 
ister ; and  new  adds,  that  the  harbour 
of  Porto  Re,  is  to  be  declared  a free 
port. 

The  death  of  the  Empress  of  Austria, 
so  confidently  announced  in  a late  pa- 
ns paper,  is  contradicted. 

I he  Austrians  are  reported  to  be 
much  dissatisfied  with  the  treaty.  We 
have  all  along  believed  that  a loftier 
spirit  existed  among  the  people  than  in 
the  government. 

Government,  we  understand,  are  pos- 
sessed of  dispatches  from  Mr.  Adair, 
dated  in  the  early  p .rt  of  last  month, 
which  do  wit  correspond  with  the  report 
in  theFrench  p.  pers,  o*  the  British  influ- 
ence in  that  c.  pit.  . having  declined. 
The  event  , on  the  Danube,  and  the  suc- 
cessful progress  of  the  H ussians  in  Dob- 
logdaln,  h id  excited  much  alarmiand  em-  j 
barra'ssment  in  the  Divan,  but  had  not 
influenced  any  change  i-  theil  inter- 
course with  our  minister,  whose  latest 
dispatches  continued,  we  hear,  to  urge, 
at  the  desire  of  the  Porte,  the  presence 
ol  a British  squadron  in  those  seas. 

CORK,  Nov.  il — The  Henrietta,  of 
Baltimore,  from  Bareman,  which  was 
captured  on  the  1 9 ill  ult.  by  the  French 
privateer  Decide,  was  re-taken  on  the 
4th  i ust . hy  tne  Helena  sloop  of  war, 
and  arrived  here  this  day. 


Cadiz,  December  3 — This  place  is  all 
in  confusion;  the  emperor  of  France 
has  notified  to  this  city,  that  if  they  sut- 
ler the  ships  of  war  now  lying  in  this 
harbour  to  be  taken  away  or  destroyed 
by  the  British,  that  the  whole  moveable 
property  of  Cadiz  shall  be  confiscated 
for  the  use  oi  tne  French  army.  The 
public  consternation  is  great,  for  a des- 
perate battle  is  s.fid  to  have  been  fought, 
in  which  the  Spanish  army  consisted  of 
50,000  men  who  were  put  to  the  rout 
with  great  slaughter  by  the  French. 
1 he  Spanish  cavalry  contributed  to  their 
defeat  and  destruction,  by  their  coward- 
ice as  they  were  the  first  that  fled,  and 
in  their  fright  broke  down  and  trod  to 
deatii  their  own  infantry  battalions. 

[ 1 he  above  we  copied  from  the  ori- 
ginal letter  of  a citizen  of  Philadelphia, 
on  board  a Philadelphia  vessel  in  the 
port  of  Cadiz — The  battle  referred  to 
is  probably  that  of  which  we  had  some 
account  before,  as  having  taken  place  at 
Ocana.j 


Tarragona,  -Vov.  14 —By  an  official  despatch 
of  the  30th  ot  the  last  month  vve  learn,  that  the 
British  squadron  which  was  sent  CD  drive  the 
Ftench  from  Ionian  islands,  have  effected  that 
object;  that  the  garrison  ot'Zanle,  Cephalonia, 
llliach,  and  Cerigo,  surrendered  themselves 
prisoners  ot  war  after  a weak  resistance  ; and 
that  the  Republic  of  the  Seven  islands  is  re-es- 
tablished under  the  protection  of  Great  Bri- 
tain. 

Cadiz,  Ace.  3(X- — The  last  letter  from  Corun- 
na, on  the  authority  of  credible  information 
from  Ovielo,  assert  that  families  emigrating 
from  Biscay  are  constantly  entering  the  Astu- 
rias; that  province  is  in  a state  of  insurrection  ; 
that  the  celebrated  .Murillo  with  his  two  veter- 
an battallions  lias  gone  to  protect  it,  and  that 
lor  the  same  purpose  a division  has  marched 
.rom  Astnriaa  tin-  Biihoa.  They  also  inform 
hat  a division  of  die  army  cf  the  left  is  march- 


ing-Inwards  Leon  doubtless  with  intent  to  lead 
tliexnenty  towards  the  north  of  Spain,  and  o- 
bliyre  them  to  withdraw  a part  of  their  forces 
froim  the  Tagus. 

Dec  1.— The  gov.gen.  of  Gerona  DonMari- 
ano  Alvarcs  has  sent  to  don  Antonio  Cornel,  on 
the  4th  Nov.  a copy  of  the  official  letter  of  the 

same  date  which  he  transmitted  to  the  gen.  in 
chief  don  Joaquin  Blake,  acquainting  him  that 
the  enemy  had  attacked  the  place  on  the  night  of 
the  3d  at  various  points,  without  doubt  intend- 
ing to  storm  the  Bastions,  in  which  action  as 
well  as  in  all  that  have  hitherto  occurred,  the 
valiant  garrison  and  the  incomparable  inhabi- 
tants of  the  place  were  covered  with  glory. 

Dec.  3 — The  rapt,  of  a merchant  Xebec, 
who  on  tne  17th  of  last  month  arrived  at  Sitjes 
from  St.  Felice  de  Guixols,  brought  the  agree- 
able intelligence  that  the  French  having  on  the 
night  of  the  11th  attacked  the  immortal  Geie- 
na  in  the  midst  of  a dreadful  hurricane,  the  un- 
daunted Geroncse  suffered  them  to  enter  the 
city  by  tire  point  ofSt-  Pedro,  and  when  they 
were  within,  the  besieged  ftnight  with  so  much 
bravery,  and  poured  upon  the  enemy  from  all 
the  openings  and  trenches  such  a brisk  and  well 
directed  firs  that- a greater  slaughter  never 
took  place.  Some  alio  escaped  from  it,  being 
pursued  by  our  troops,  perished  in  the  river  ; 
and  their  total  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  may 
be  estimated  at  from  3 5 00  to  4000  men. 

Kingston,  (Jam.)  Nov.  25 —Arrived,  the 
United  Kingdom,  from  Port  Glasgow.  She 
touched  at  St.  Kitts  on  the  8th  inst.  and  learnt 
there  that  Admiral  Cochrancc  had  arrived  at 
U u badoes  with  a number  of  troops  from  Ha- 
lifax, destined  for  the  reduction  of  Gauda- 
loupC,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  prove  an 
easy  conquest,  as  most  of  the  inhabitants  wish 
to  be  under  the  protection  of  the  British  gov. 
eminent.  The  Governor  of  Gaudaloupe  had 
disarmed  the  militia,  which  he  knew  to  he  in- 
imical to  the  present  ruler  of  France,  and  rais- 
ed several  corps  of  black  troops  in  their  stead, 
with  which,  and  the  rest  of  their  effective  force 
amounting  in  all  to  upwards  of  800  men,  he  had 
withdrawn  into  Fort  Fleur  de  lay  Pays,  the 
strongest  fortification  in  the  island.  There 
were  upwards  8000  troops  ready  to  embark  at 
Barbadues,  besides  marines,  and  some  other 
troops  from  the  adjacent  islands,  which  would 
comprise  a formidable  body  of  about  11,000 
men  The  attack  was  expected  to  take  place 
at  this  day,

editor  of  the  Airs:'-  York  Mercantile 

Advertiser . 

“ Capt.  Patterson  lias  just  arrived  in 
town  from  the  V inyard,  where  he  tame 
passenger  in  the  brig  Actor,  from  Ca- 
diz for  Boston.  Sailed  Nov.  30th.  Un- 
det stood  that  a large  French  army  was 
advancing  into  Spain,  which  was  ex- 
pected to  be  before  the  walls  of  Cadiz 
within  sixty  days.  The  Spanish  patri- 
ots were  alarmed,  jealous,  and  divided, 
although  every  man  ill  Cadiz  was  con- 
verted into  a soldier  for  its  defence. 
The  ships  of  war  remained  -.>  before; 
but  it  was  supposed  the  British  would 
destroy  them  rather  than  suffer  the 
F rench  to  obtain  such  an  addition  to 
their  navy.  Some  of  the  principal  Span- 
iards were  preparing  to  leave  the  coun- 
try having  shipped  their  property  to 
England.

Extract  of  a letter  from  Xorfolk,  to  a 
gentleman  in  this  town. 

“ I have  received  letters  •0111  Marti- 
nique and  St.  Croix  up  to  the  25lh  De- 
cember. 'I  he  expedition  has  gone 
against  Guadaloupc — that  previous 

thereto  two  French  frigates  and  a cor- 
vette Iwid  arrived  at  an  out  port,  and  had 
just  time  to  land  700  men,  when  admi- 
ral Cochran  attacked  them  and  the  bat- 
tery, destroyed  a frigate  and  «4hree 
corvettes.  1 be  Melampus  frigate  had 
captured  another  Corvette.  On  the 
the  French  frigates’  passage  out  they 
leil  in  w ith  FI.  B.  M.  frigate  Juno,  capt. 
Shot  tland,  who  engaged  them  and  a 
corvette  for  three  hours.  Capt.  Short- 
land  was  killed,  and  the  Juno  obliged 
to  strike,  being- just  ready  to  sink.  She 
was  immediately  burnt  by  the  French.”

SPANISH  AMERICA.— Late  letters 
from  London  say  that  in  the  event  of 
entire  conquest  of  Spain  hy  Bonaparte, 
the  most  rigorous  measures  will  he  a- 
dopted  to  erect  independent  govern- 
ments in  South  America  : for  which 
purpose  Miranda  had  been  making  the 
necessary  preparations  and  arrange- 
ments ; — One  of  the  letters  adds, 
“Should  Britain  be  so  fortunate  as  to 
take  the  lead  in  an  enterprise  of  such 
vast  moment  to  herself,  and  to  the  li- 
berties of  the  world,  her  fleet  would  be 
amply  sufficient  to  protect  the  sea-board, 
while  the  inhabitants,  who  have  so  long 
sighed  for  independence,  might  or- 
ganize, for  themselves,  a government 
suited  to  the  genius  of  its  citizens  ; and 
il  agriculture,  commerce,  and  the  arts 
of  peace  should  meet  with  that  protec- 
tion, which  doubtless,  in  all  well  regu- 
lated communities  arc  of  primary  im- 
portance, these  splendid  regions,  now 
the  haunts  of  misery,  and  the  abode  of 
wretchedness,  would,  under  just  laws 
and  wholesome  regulations,  exhibit  >n 
a few  years  to  an  admiring  world,  the 
transccndant  advantages  resulting  from 
independence  ami  seif  government.”

ANOTHER  DECREE. 

A letter  from  Tonningen,  dated 
Nov.  17,  says  : — Since  my  arrival  here 
accounts  have  been  received  of  another 
decree  of  the  Emperor,  dated  Paris, 
Oct.  29th,  prohibiting  the  importation 
and  exportation  of  all  articles  ftf  oreign 
growth  to  and  from  Hamburg;  which 
'has  had  a very  sensible  effect  upon 
the  markets,  made  void  contracts,  put 
a stop  to  all  sales.  Before  this  all  ar- 
ticles were  forwarded  to  Altona  from 
ibis  port ; then  smuggled  into  Ham- 
burg ; from  thence  they  were  allowed 
lobe  freely  exported.  \_Fbil.pafi. 

Letters  from  Lisbon,  received  at 
Norfolk,  say,  “ that  from  the  quanti- 
ties ol  stores  and  provisions  found  on 
board  the  ships  captured  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, it  is  conjectured  that  they 
were  bound  to  South  America,  or  the 
West  Indies.  No  accounts  had  been 
received  at  Lisbon  of  the  remainder  of 
the  French  fleet.  Geronahadnot  stir 
rendered  as  was  repotted.  Lord  Wel- 
lington has  not  been  appointed  Regent 
of  Portugal,  but  Commander  of  all  the 
forces.” 

The  Spanish  ships  of  war  at  Cadiz 
arc  divided  ; a part  lie  above  the  city, 
and  could  not  be  destroyed  without  the 
consent  of  the  Spaniards— the  other 
division  lie  before  the  city  and  could  ea- 
sily be  taken  by  the  British,  if  the  dan- 
ger was  eminent  of  their  falling  into 
the  hands  of  the  French.  But  if  the 
Spanish  patriotic  leaders  mean  to  emi- 
grate to  South  America,  or  establish 
an  independent  government,  they  will 
probably  take  the  ships  with  them.
